Forty years ago not a tree could 
be seen- growing on expansive 
stretches of the Virgin prairies in 
western Canada. To-day trees are 
plentiful and there is hardly an es- 
tablished farm house but has its 
shelter belt or a grove of poplars, ° 
maples or some other variety of 
trees. Recent reports of inspec- 
tors of Canadian Government For- ’ 
estry Service show that there are 
7,600 farms thus provided and to 
date over 100 million trees have 
been distributed over the Prairies, 
with many millions more bought 
from purseries and planted on 
farms.

BAD BREATH 

A bad breath is altogether unde- 
sirable and, for that reason, consider- 
ation should be given by everyone to 
the causes of the condition in order 
to avoid its occurrence. 

The fermenitation of food particles 
in the mouth will almost certainly 
cause. a bad breath. Ths commonly 
occurs when food is held in a decay- 


teeth, by brushing them regularly af- 
ter meals and-—-most important time 
of all—at bedtime, in order po get rid 
of food particles, and by the securing 
of regular dental care will prevent 
bad breath from a source that is now 
common. : 

When there is actual disease of the 
mouth, such as pyorrhea, or of the 
adjoining parts, bad breath may re 
sult either from the condition itself 
ec from the fermentation of food pir 
ticles which the conditiom favors, A 
healthy throat and a mouth kept 
clean by regular use of a tooth-brush 
ure the first consideration in preserv 
ing an inoffensive breath. 

In addition to the loca] conditiovs 
wh.ch act as a cause of bad breath, 
there are general conditions which 
bring it about. We think, first, of the 
digestive tract because in our minds 
a bad taste in the mouth is frequent 
ly associated with digestive upsets. 
Kad breath does occur quite often 
among those who overeat, or whose 
elimination is faulty. The bad breath 
in such cases, is really a sympton 
of an abnormal condition of the diges 
tive tract and is regarded as such by 
the individual’s physician. 

Under such conditions, the remedy 
hes in altering the mode of living. A 
proper diet, avoidance of over-eating 
or of over-indulgence in one or more 
artidles of diet, regular elimination 
increased intake of water and exer-

With the improved technique which 
hes been developed for the handling 
of package bees it is now possible 
tc send them by mail, and the bee ex- 
perts of the Dominion Department, of 
Agriculture find that very satisfac- 
tory results are obtained by apiarists 
through the use of package bees to 
replenish weakened colonies and to 
establish new ones. The bee package 
is a wire-covered wooden frame work 
usually conitaining two pounds of live 
bees. There are some five thousand 
bees to a pound. A shipment by mail 
is now possible and should a package 
of bees become broken open in tran- 
sit’ten thousand stings is the poten- 
tial result.

Monsieur, a pleas 
ant-faced, kindly-mannered man of 
fifty, bad a sonsy wife and eleven 
children, ranging in age from twenty 
years to three. :

I cannot go to Grand Mere for 
the market in winter, for there is 
too much snow for our horse, but the 
neighbors come often and sometime 
we talk and dance. Then you see, all 
these smalt girlS must have good dots 
when they marry. All my daughters 
have large chests of linen, now it is 
the turn of les petite filles. Already 
Jeanme-Marie has a cavalier.’ She fold 
ed away the last snowy tablecloth. 

‘Now come downstairs,’ she said. I 
have my greatest treasure to show 
you.’ . 

In her own small bedroom off the 
living room, close to the great high 
bed with its snowy valance, stood the 
most beautiful armoire I had ever 
seen. Its black carven oak panels out 
rivalled those I had seen in Brittany 
the summer before. An antique deal 
er would have offered his highest 
price in vain to this grande dame.
